The Barren Lands of the North Are 
Made Productive. 

Fresh proof of the farming possi- 
bilities of the Peace River and Great 
Slave districts is afforded by travellers 
who have recently returned. In the 


Peace and Grand Prairie territory a : 


considerable settlement has been 
made and enough land was under cul- 
tivation last season to yield 5,000,000 
bushels of grain. Beyond this there 
stretches the valley of the Mackenzie 


River with soil as fertile, indeed prac-j 


tically the same as the alluvial loam 
of the prairies to the south., 
ripens at Fort Providence, 


ed that these grains will ever be ex- 
tensively grown at such high latitudes. 
When it is considered, however, that 
potatoes and other vegetables will 
also thrive the chances for farming 
are encouraging. The population that 
will be attracted by the discovery of 
minerals and by the timber will create 
a local demand for foodstuffs. Tlie so- 
called barren lands lying further east 
re desribed as promising pasture 
grounds for thousands of reindeer. 
The returns per acre from live stock 
or grain cannot compare with what is 
obtainable: further south where the 
season of growth is longer and scttle- 
ment will be slow. Yet the bld notion 
of barren northern wastes must in 
time be modified’ as the natural re- 
sources. are -developed.— Montreal
